(either soley or in combination) do not teach the limitations "decoding the first audio data stream into a linear pulse code modulated 
format" and "combining the decoded first audio data stream with the second audio data stream for receipt by a CODEC", the examiner 
disagrees and argues that Farhangi et al. discloses receiving compressed data streams and decoding the data streams into a raw format 
and also teaches combining decoded audio data streams with a second audio data stream, Bergher et al.teaches an audio decoder that 
receives Dolby AC-3 and MPEG-2 data streams and decodes the data into pulse code modulated formats for use in US digital TV and 
HDTV, DVD, and general multimedia applications and Hinderks teaches transmitting coded signals through a transmission channel with 
limited bandwidth using a CODEC. Thus, the combination of Farhangi et al, Bergher et al and Hinderks would yield a system which 
receives compressed data streams and decodes the data streams into a raw format, such as a pulse code modulated format and 
combines the decoded data stream with a second data stream for receipt by a CODEC .
